THE SITUATION. IN FORMOSA.

T have just sent you some copy, and 
‘continue white-thave time. Four traina 
a day are soon likely tw run between 
Taipch and Kelung. This journey takeg

Chinese days it used to be'40 centa only. 
- There is a very goud hotel kept by a 
Japanese who used to be, and. perhaps still 
is, a sub-official of the Formosa Govern- 
ment probably transferred to the intél- 
ligence department, because he was very. 
curious -about the why and wherefore 
of my being in’Kelung. His ‘chef’ 
used che in the culinary departnient 
of the Grand Hotel, Yokohama, Food_is 
well’ cooked and dloanly seived, and 
Yobisu ‘beer, also ‘good, can be bought.

T made u fuirly long chair journey (4 
hours stendy going) to ono of the tea din- 
tricta, to visitan old Chinese friend, with 
whom 1 fad business in former years, 
| After passing through Twatutia and Banka, 
the Jupanese were conspicuous by their 
xbsence,—in faut, T did not see » Jinght 
man or woman, soldier or civilian, Fancy’ 
ny surprise, after getting to my friend’s 
house and exchanging greetings with him, 
to see a scowling specimen of the Simian 
race, lounging in with half open kimono! 
T asked my friend how the Jap came there ? 
His voply was he strutted in one day saying 
that he was taking a walk for pleasure, also 
to see how tea was picked and prepared. 
The Formogs farmer behaved to him in the 
sumo way as he would to any stranger, and 
offered him a bed. (This same hospitality 
was offered tome.) The Jap promptly uc- 
cepted and had been living un the farmer for 
more them 80 days, oveupying the two best 
rooms in a new part of the farmstead ; 
and, further, he has nailed up the 
portraits of the Emperor and Empress 
of Japan, and evidently means to stay. 
He showed most plainly’ that any.visit was 
most unwelcomé to him. The ordinaty 
| Japanese thinks that, becduse.the island 
how, been ceded to his Emperor, he -had a 
right to claim, or enter into possession of 
any place-that he has a mind to. I waa 
told in Twatutia that the usual, procedure 
is for a Jap with a bundle to stop opposite 
some house, and when invited to enter and 
jtske a seat he does so, und does not go 
jaway. but, by making himself objection- 
rable-in the highest degree the -unfar; 
{tunate Chinese occupants, forces them to 


enters jnto possession. Of course there are 
a number of houses whieh. belonged to men 
that were beheuded, and whose property 
was declared confiscated and handed over 
to those from the land of the ‘ Rising Sun,’ 
j.but, wholesale as the beheading was, it 
i cinnot account fer the number of Japs who 
juow, uecupy houses formerly owned by 
‘Chinese, and, judging froim the way that 
they have coolly appropriated the Chinese 
yand other houses at places very little remote 
from this treaty port, one can: only believe 
; tut they have acted in the sume’ way ut 
Twatutia, ‘Taipch, Banka and Kelung. 1

| The railway to the south as far as Sinchti- 
ku, near Teckcham, iy in Inuch better order 
than tho Keluny line ; the Japs ‘have not 
touched it, which speaks well for the work 
done by Mr Henry Cripps Matheson, whe 
engineered the southern track. 

The Japanese have only extended it six 
li (te, two miles), and have stopped work- 
ing at it. 

There are some steep gradients, and 
itheré used to be special ongities for the 
Work, but the Japs do not use them,—
